Three members of the Black 
Panther Party, one a state lead- 
er of the militant group, were 
arrested Thursday in the hit- 
; and-run sniper attack on a po- 
lice precinct in this tough water- 1 
front city. 

Police said they confiscated a 
“small arsenal,” - including 
guns, ammunition, explosives 
and plans for making bombs. 

Commenting on the arrests, ■ 
Mayor Thomas J. Whelan said, 
“The Black Panthers are 
! through in Jersey City.” 

Arrested were Isaish Rowley, 
>24, and Charles Hicks, 36, both • 
of Jersey City, and Victor Per- 
ez, 19, of Brooklyn, N.Y. Rowley - 
identified himself as New Jer- : 
sey minister of defense for the - 
Black Panthers. 

The sniper attack, carried out ; 
by several men in a speeding 
car, occurred Friday night 
when 20. shots were fired from a 
machinegun or automatic rifle 
at the station house. One bullet 
knocked a patrolman’s night- 
stick from his hand and another 
slug passed through an officer’s 
hat. 

Two days later, four members 
of the Newark, N.J., Black Pan- 
thers were injured in an explo- 
sion outside their headquarters. 
The Panthers contended the in- 
cident was a “bombing” in re- 
taliation for the Jersey City at- 
tack, but Newark authorities 
said they suspected a home- 
made Panther bomb accidental- . 
ly exploded. 

Rowley, Hicks and Perez 
were charged with assaulting a 
police officer. Police said weap- 
ons charges also were pending 
against the trio. 

“I hope that everyone gets the 
message loud and clear,” May- 
or Whelan' said. “We are not 
going to tolerate terrorist thugs 
in this city.”
